A method of priming a concrete pxmip line as described in claim 3 wherein further 
chomotorLzed in that said polymeric material is selected from a group consisting of 
polyaciylamide, polyacrylate, copolymers of polyaoylamide and polyacrylate, and mixtures 
thereof.

the range of from about 50 percent to about 98 percent by weight of said mixture.

A particulate mixture as described in claim 1 8 wherein furth e r ohomot e riz e d in that 
said polymeric material comprises solvatable polymeric material in an amount in the range of 
from about 10 percent to about 20 percent by weight of said mixture and urea in an amount in 
the range of from about 80 percent to about 90 percent by weight of said mixture.

A flowable composition for use in priming a concrete pump line^ further charact e rized 
mthat said composition compri sing fes] a solid particulate mixture and water, wherein said 
mixture comprises solvatable polymeric material in an amount in the range of from about 2 
percent to about 50 percent by weight of said mixture and urea in an amount in the range of 
from about 50 percent to about 98 percent by weight of said mixture.

A flowable composition as described in claim 25 wherein furth e r charact e rized in that 
said polymeric material comprises solvatable polymeric material in an amount in the range of 
from about 10 percent to about 20 percent by weight of said mixture and urea in an amoimt in 
the range of from about 80 percent to about 90 percent by weight of said mixture.

A flowable composition as described in claim 25 wherein furth e r oharoot e riz e d in that 
the ratio of mixture to water in said flowable composition is in the range of about .01 to about 
1 .0 pounds of mixture per gallon of water.

A flowable composition as described in claim 3 1 wherein furth e r chamoterized in that 
the mtio of mixture to water in said flowable composition is in the range of about .05 to about 
.20 pounds of mixture per gallon of water. 
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
